GETS 4 YEARS FOR 
FMBEZZLEMENT 


Ousted School Supply 
Commissioner Sentenced 
on Plea of Guilty of Tak- 
ing $531 for Own Use. 


COURT REJECTS PLEA 
FOR BENCH PAROLE 


‘Age and Previous Good 
Record Considered in Fix- 
ing Term—He Had Ad- 
mitted $3600 Theft. 


Charles Lee Barr, former Sup- 
ply Commissioner of the Board of 
Education was sentenced to four 
years in the State Penitentiary to- 
day by Circuit Judge Robert J.. 
Aronson, on his plea of guilty of 
embezzling school funds. 

Barr will receive concurrent four- 
year terms on each of six charges 
.of embezzlement, totaling $531. 
The maximum penalty was five 


of charges he conspired to pay the|years on each count. One year was 


\removed from Barr’s penalty be- 
cause of his age and because of his 
previous good record. 


He will be sentenced on the re- 
maining five charges on successive 
days. 

A plea for a bench parole was 
rejected by Judge Aronson. He 
suggested an application be filed 
with Pasole Officer Thomas E. 
Mulvihill, which Barr’s lawyer did 
immediately. 

Lawyer’s Statemen 

In a~statement to the. Court, 
Rodowe H. Abeken, attorney for 
Barr, said: “A great majority of 
those who had contact with Charles 
Lee Barr in the course of hig busi- 
ness or social life will be astonished 
by the proceedings in this court to- 
day. 

“Barr has pleaded guilty under 
this information. However, he is 
not a criminal at heart. He did not 
intend to defraud or embezzle or 
harm anyone. His greatest error 
was that he thoughtlessly assumed 
responsibilities that rightfully were 
not his. 

“His life was one of constructive 
good, a high devotion to his family 
of 14 individuals (wife, children, 
grandchildren, sons-in-law and 
mother-in-law) and supreme loyalty 
to his work. He neither drank, nor 
gambled nor squandered his income 
‘in speculation. 

“With the constant demands on 
his income to maintain his family 
and to meet political contributions, 
he unwisely borrowed money, from 
loan companies. ~He was then con- 
stantly and everlastingly not only in 
hopeless debt but he sank deeper 
into debt and became still more fi- 
nancially involved. 


“Penniless, Humiliated.” 


“Today he stands before this 
court a man of impaired health, of 
befogged mind and penniless. He 
is humiliated. Since last May he 
has suffered in mind, body and 
spirit. He is the victim of unfor- 
tunate circumstances, of unfortu- 
nate influences; none of these con- 
ditions was he strong enough to 
combat successfully. 

“But now he has courage to come 
into this court and admit his error. 
He has courage to discharge like 
a man his debt to society, as the 
law demands. He also had the 
courage insofar as his own per- 
sonal errors were concerned to be 
co-operative, to aid and assist in 
untangling his own. errors. 

“The Circuit Attorney recom- 
mends a sentence of five years’ im- 
prisonment for this poor man, five 
years for taking $531 by embezzle- 
ment. It is his first and only of- 
fense against the law. 


“I respectfully urge this Court to 
grant Charles Lee Barr a bench 
parole and place him on proba- 
tion. The cause of justice will have 
been served, and the demands of 
law satisfied. When the law is sat- 
isfied and Barr has discharged his 
debt to society, as this Court may 
decide; his conscience will be clear.

THICK SMOKE OVER 
CITY FOR 18th DAY 
OUT OF THE LAST 39 


No Fog. With It —Visibility 
Only a Block or Two 
for a Time. 


Thick smoke cloaked the’ city 
this morning for the thirteenth day 
out of the last 39—an average of 
just 331-3 per cent. For a time vis- 
ibility in many districts, even in- 
cluding some of the western 
suburbs, was only a block or two. 

At 9:15 o’clock outlines of the 
municipal buildings south of Me- 
morial Plaza were barely discern- 
ible from Olive street, three blocks 
away. Wind was three miles an 
hour, from the east, or slightly 
higher than the usual movement at 
the time of a smoke pall; it is lack 
of a good breeze that permits the 
smoke to accumulate. 

The Weather Bureau’s de- 
claration that there was no ad- 
mixture of fog was confirmed by 
the choking, biting sensation citi- 
zens felt in their throats as they 
breathed the dirty air. 

The season’s smoke record to 
date; Sept. 20 and 22, moderate; 
Oct. 31, THICK; Nov. 2, 6, 11, 13, 
14, 15, 17, 28 and 30, THICK; Nov. 
29, moderate; Dec, 4, 6 and &8, 
THICK. Smoke is thick when visi- 
bility is less than five-eighths of a 
mile; moderate when visibility is 
between five-eighths of a mile and 
a mile and a quarter. 


RUMORS OF BRITISH SECRET 
WEAPON THAT DOWNS PLANES 


Reports Arise From Crash of Ma- 
chine Near the Thames Which 
Showed No Bullet Holes. 
(Special Cable. Copyright, 1939.) 
LONDON, Dec, 8—Official quar- 


ters here have nothing to say on 
reports published in several news- 
papers here on the British secret 
weapon which is alleged to have 
brought down German planes on 
the English coast during the last 
few days. The reports arose from 
the crash of a plane near the 
Thames which, when _ inspected, 
showed no bullet holes or other in- 
dications that the more conven- 
tional forms of defense were re- 
sponsible for the crash. 

Experts here do not exclude the 
possibility that there is some new 
weapon, such as an electrical ray, 
which might stop the engines of 
planes. The Germans were report- 
ed more than a year ago to have 
some such device.

Charges Legislature and 
Governor Do Not Aid 
Unemployables the Way 
Other States Do. 


SPENDING A FIFTH 
OF PENNSYLVANIA’S 


Sharp Criticism Immedi- 
ately Interpreted, in Part, 
as Attempt to Discredit 
Taft and Bricker.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Presi- 
dent Roosevejt flatly charged today 
that Gov. Bricker and the Legisla- 
ture of Ohio had failed to fulfill 
their responsibility of taking care 
of unemployable persons in need of 
relief in that State. At the same 
time, he insisted that the Federal 
Government, by creating 6000 new 
jobs in Federal projects in the 
State, had come pretty close to sup- 


plying work to all the needy em- 
ployables. 
The President’s severe criticism 
of the State relief adminisitration 
in Ohio was immediately interpret- 
ed, in part, as a political move to 
discredit two candidates for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, Gov. Bricker and Senator 
Robert A. Taft. 3 
When the President was .asked 
at his press conference today to 
comment on the Ohio relief situa- 
tion, he was prepared for the ques- 
tion, and replied at length from a 
memorandum prepared by WPA; 
Administrator Harrington. This 
study disclosed that Pennsylvania 
was spending almost five times as 
much State money for relief as 
Ohio and that the average Pennsy|l- 
yania payment to home relief bene- 
ficiaries was $11 a month above 
that of its neighbor. 
He told reporters that he had 
asked Harrington yesterday for a 
report on Ohio, but before reading 
the memorandum he observed he 
would like to clarify the situation. 


Cites States’ Responsibility. 
For six or seven years, he said, 
there had been a definite allocation 
of responsibility for relief needs, 
with the Federal Government as 
suming to take care of a great ma- 
jority—not 100 per cent—of the 
persons in need, willing and able 
to work. The states, he continued, 
were assigned the problem of home 
relief, or in other words, to take 
care of those persons in need who 
were unable to work. 


The responsibility of the states, 
he explained, included the respon- 
sibility of working out suitable ar- 
rangements with the creatures of 
their own creation, the cities, 
counties, townships and incorpo- 
rated villages. 


It was no concern of the Federal 
Government, he continued, as to 
how these arrangements were 
made, that being the responsibility 
of the Governor and Legislature 
of each state. 


Coming to the direct question, he 
declared that in Ohio the problem 
was primarily one of home relief, 
of taking care of the unemploy- 
ables. It was not the business of 
the Federal Government, he said, 
to determine how the Governor, 
the Legislature, Cleveland and To- 
ledo worked out their own prob- 
lems. This position, he asserted, 
was absolutely constitutional and 
the present controversy was solely 
between the cities and the State. 


Points to Pen.sylvania. 


He picked up the Harrington 
memorandum to read that in the 
fiscal year 1939, Ohio, with 6,000,000 
population had spent only $7,000,000 
to meet State relief needs while 
the contiguous state of Pennsyl- 
vania, with a population of 9,000,000, 
had spent $33,000,000 for the same 
purpose. The average general State 
relief benefit in Ohio during Octo- 
ber this year, he continued, was 
$16, while in Pennsylvania it had 
beén $27. 

This showed, he said, with em- 
phasis, that Ohio was not taking 
care of its home relief half as well 
as Pennsylvania, 


Then, pausing to giving his words 
the effect he desired, he declared 
that Ohio had failed to carry out 
its responsibility under the exist- 
ing principle of allocation estab- 
lished six or seven years ago. 

“Do you mean,” 
asked, “that Ohio has denied its 
responsibility?” 


Somewhat nettled by the ques- 
tion, the President declared that 
the inquiry was like saying that six 
or seven years ago Ohio had en- 
tered into @ contract with the Fed- 
eral Government. Such an impli- 
cation, he observed, was tommyrot.

ROME, Dec. 8 (AP).—Diplomatic 
circles reported today that Robert 
Ley, German Trade Union Commis- 
sioner, had brought Premier Mus- 
solini a long oral message from 
Adolf Hitler which may have en- 
tered into the Fascist Grand Coun- 
cil’s statement of policies in the 
European war. 

After a four-hour meeting yes- 
terday, the Council: 


Reaffirmed Italy’s military ailli-' 


ance with Germany; 
Stated grounds for the present 
non-intervention policy; 


Warned Russia by implication to 


stay out of the Balkans; 

Admonished Great Britain and 
France against undue interference 
with Italian shipping. 

Although Ley said his mission 
was non-diplomatic, the impression 
existed in well-informed quarters 
that when he was received by Mus- 
solini two days ago he had some- 
thing more important to discuss 
than the recruiting of more farm 
labor for Germany. Nothing was 
disclosed, however, concerning his 
reported message from Hitler. 

Long Speeches to Council. 

Mussolini and his Foreign Min- 
ister, Count Galeazzo Ciano, re 
viewed international developments 
at length in speeches at the coun- 
cil meeting, first since the war be- 
gan.

PARIS, Dec. 8 (AP).—Premier 
Daladier, in his first public utter- 
ance on Soviet Russia’s invasion 
of Finland, told a cheering Cham- 
ber of Deputies today it was “an 
abominable outrage” evoking “uni- 
versal disgust.”

Built as School in 1865, Building 
Has Been Used by Charities 
for 27 Years. 

The old Snhielés School, 1111 
North Seventh street, occupied 
by Father Dempsey’s Workingmen’s 
Hotel for 31 years until last Octo- 
ber, will be razed soon because the 
building is in unsafe condition, 
Philip J. Hickey, secretary of the 

School Board, announced today. 

Wrecking was decided on fol- 
lowing a recent inspection by Act- 


P. Sullivan, who reported 
building in need of extensive re- 
pairs. The Finance Committee of 
the School Board voted to cancel 
the lease of Father Dempsey’s Ho- 
tels, Inc., at the request of the Rev. 
James P. Johnston, head of the 
charities. The lease was to have 
run to June, 1941. 

The hotel has been transferred 
to unused space at the women’s 
convalescent home, 1421 Hogan 
street, where the women are using 
about a third of the facilities, which 
are owned by the charities. 

The building, originally St. Pat- 
rick’s Catholic School, was built 
about 1865 and bought by the 
School Board in 1890 for $50,000. 
It was used as a public school un- 
til 1907.

Vanufacturers Call for Re- 


vision of Labor Laws, |: 
Balanced Budget, Lower| | 


Taxes. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
Manufacturers in a 28-point plat- 
form designed to speed recovery 
called today for revision of labor 
laws, a. balanced Government 
budget and lowered taxation. 

The platform, prepared by 22 
committees composed of 700 indus- 
trialists, was unanimously adopted 
yesterday by 1000 business leaders 
attending the forty-fourth annual 
congress of American industry, 
sponsored by the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers. 

More temperate in tone than 
many speeches delivered to the 
congress, the platform was only 
mildly critical of the New Deal and 
showed the efforts of drafters to 
make it a platform on which all 
business men could agree. 

Free Enterprise, Reasonable Con- 
trol. 


The program urged the co-opera- 
tion of industry, labor, investors 
and consumers in restoring national 
prosperity on a basis of free en- 
terprise and reasonable regulation 
of industry by Government. 

It was presented by Col. Charles 
E. Speaks, president of the Fisk 
Rubber Co., and Clarence Francis, 
president of the General Foods Cor- 
poration. 

The industrialists promised labor 
the highest possible income con- 
sistent with management demands 
and re-asserted their stand for the 
open shop as follows: 

‘Recognition of the right of the 
employe to join any labor organi- 
zation, or none at all, as the em- 
ploye himself may deem best in 
his own interest, of his 
will and volition, without coercion, 
duress or intimidation from any 
source.” 

Labor Legislation. 

Without specifically mentioning 
the National Labor Relations Act, 
the platform characterized as among 
the obstacles of recovery labor leg- 
islation which “should be so modi- 
fied as to insure fairness to the 
employer, the employe and _ the 
public.” 

On the problem of budgetary con- 
trol it continued: | 

“A determined effort should be 
made to so reduce the expenses of 
Government that income would not 
be exceeded and this desirable 
achievement effected at the earliest 
possible time. 

“Taxation should be made on a 
more equitable and less burden- 
some basis and Government spend- 

ing programs should be steadily re- 
duced within the limits of prac- 
ticability.”

FARM BUREAU FEDERATION 
INDORSES TRADE TREATIES 


Resolution Suggests Amendments 
to Act, However, to Protect 
ture. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 8 (AP).—The 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
proposed yesterday a readjustment 
of business and labor policies to 
place industrial and farm prices on 
the same level. 

The federation said control of 
production has not been rigid 
enough to increase market prices 
to parity levels and appropriations 
for benefit payments to farmers 
have not been sufficient to bridge 
the gap between open market prices 
and parity. 

Reciprocal trade agreements were 
indorsed at the closing session, but 
a resolution insisted no concessions 
should be made which might have 
the effect of reducing or holding 
the domestic price of any agricul- 
tural commodity below the parity 
level. It was urged that the act 
be amended to provide that no 
agreement be consummated unless 
unanimously approved by the Secre- 
taries of State, Commerce and Agri- 
culture. 

The proposed trade pacts with 
Argentina, Chile and Uruguay were 
criticised on the basis that it “would 
be extremely difficult to negotiate 
agreements not fraught with grave 
danger to American agriculture” 
since the bulk of Argentine ex- 
ports were directly competitive with 
American farm products.

BERLIN, Dec. 8 (AP).—Germany 
is determined that no neutral bloc 
in Southeastern Europe shall inter- 
fere with its plans to obtain war- 
time foodstuffs and raw materials 
in that area. 

“There are only two Powers 
which might undertake to weld 
such a neutral bloc,” an authorized 
Nazi spokesman said, “and at the 
same time be acceptable to us— 
Russia and Italy. 

“Russia, however, is not accept- 
able to several of the Eastern na- 
tions concerned. And as to Italy, 
Premier Mussolini has himself stat- 
ed that his country must not be 
regarded as neutral, but merely as 
not in a state of war. 

“Mussolini will never make the/ 
mistake of siding with some neu- 
tral bloc because that would consti- 
tute a one-sided commitment that 
is imcompatible with his country’s 
obligations toward us... . He is 
tied up with us and he is much 
too decent ever to jur.p off the 
Axis. : 

“Naturally, none of the other 
states interested in Southeastern 
Europe could assume leadership in 
any proposed neutral bloc. Ru- 
mania and Yugoslavia both have 
profited from the peace treaties of 
1919 and would naturally defend the 
status quo. 

“We believe that peace cannot 
come in the Southeast with a gen- 
eral adjustment. And, of course, 
neither ‘“Iungary nor Bulgaria—' 
from whom so much was taken— 
could lead such a bloc.” 

In the view of one Nazi editor, 
“it is more advantageous for ‘er- 
many to deal separately with each 
country.” 

“Ententes and blocs are mere ex- 
cusses,” he said, “for the single 
states composing them to escape 
confessing just where they stand.” 

Recent German editorial com- 
ment has indicated that the close 
understanding between Holland and 
Belgium is none too welcome to a 
Germany which, since the accession 
of Adolf Hitler to power in 1933, 
has been wedded to the idea of bi- 
lateral pacts between itself cand in- 
dividual neighbors rather than with 
groups of neighbors. 

There also is frank disappoint- 
ment in German official circles 
over the failure of Belgium, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Finland and Denmark 

*to assert themselves cnore aggres- 
sively against the Allied blockade. 

Germany is determined that there

—especially not of Powers on 
whose 100 per cent loyalty it cannot 
depend.

4 TIMES LAST YEAR'S} 


1939 Production Put at 93,- 
000,000 Barrels by State 
Geological Survey. ° 


SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Dec. 8 (AP). 
—A 1939 Illinois oil production of 
93,000,000 barrels — 2000 per cent 
greater than the State's total out- 
put of three years ago and almost 
four times last vear's total—was 
estimated today by the State Geo- 
logical Survey. 

The estimate ‘was based upon an 
ll-month production of 82.869.000 
barrels. The November output was 
placed at 9,888,000 barrels, a de- 
crease of 346.000 barrels from the 
10,234,000 October figure. 

During November, the survey re- 
ported, 284 producing oil wells and 
two gas wells were brought in, 
making a total of 4798 producing 
wells in the State’s 50 oil fields 
which have been opened since Jan. 
1, 1937. On Dec. 1 there were 397 
drilling operations in progress in 
44 counties. Locations for 48 addi- 
tional wells have been made. 

The 93,000,000-barrel estimate for 
this year compares with the follow- 
ing productions of the past five 
years: 1938, 23,929,000 barrels; 1937, 
7,426,000; 1936, 4,445,000; 1935, 4,- 
322,000; 1934, 4,479,000. 

The great upswing in oil produc- 
tion has brought the industry to 
the attention of State Government 
leaders as a potential source of tax 
revenue. 

Gov. Horner announced last week 
that an oil bill which he is havin 
prepared for consideration by th 
Legislature, probably at a special 
session within the next month, will 
provide for a severance tax. The 
income would be used to pay old- 
age pensions. 

The legislative council estimated 
that a 3-cent tax on each barrel, 
based upon a 70.000.000-barrel pro- 
duction for the State, would yield 
$2,100,000 annually. If the Geologi- 
cal Survey’s figure were used as a 
basis for computation. the tax 
would amount to $2,790,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, suggested to Secretary of State 
Hull today that the United States 
“harmonize” its attitude with that 
of every other country in this hemi- 
sphere by breaking diplomatic rela- 
tions with Russia. 
Vandenberg said in a letter to 
Hull that he had noted that several 
Latin-American governments had 
urged this country to join them in 
joint coridemnation of the Russian 
invasion of Finland. 
“The thoroughly sound argument 
is advanced,” the letter continued, 
“that North and South America 
should speak with a single voice in 
this condemnation. I am glad to 
note that our State Department has 
been hospitable to this idea.” 
Vandenberg called attention “to 
the little known fact that the Unit- 
ed States is the only country in the 
Western Hemisphere which recog- 
nizes Soviet Russia and maintains 
diplomatic relations with Moscow.”

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HAMSTERS TO BE USED 
IN STUDY OF DISEASE

Asiatic Rodents, Rare in U. S., 
imported to Washington U. 
Medical School. 


A group of 12 hamsters, Asiatic 
rodents rare in this country, which 
will be used as a nucleus of a 
colony for experimentation at the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine, was. installed today in 
a laboratory where they will be 


‘bred under conditions approximat- 


ing as nearly as possible those of 
their native habitat. 

The hamsters, golden brown in 
color, were obtained by Dr. Edmund 
Vincent Cowdry, professor of cytol- 
ogy at. Washington University 
School of Medicine, who anticipates 
using them in a study of diseases 
to which guinea pigs are not sus- 
ceptible. They are more prolific 
than guinea pigs, one female bear- 
ing annually six or eight litters of 
from 10 to 15 each. 

The animals, eight males and 
four females, arrived in St. Louis 
yesterday froma Government col- 
ony at the United States Marine 
Hospital at Carville, La.—the only 
colony in the country, established 
a year ago. They were taker « 
a laboratory prepared under the 
direction of William Henry Dan- 
forth, president of Ralston-Purina 
Co. and one of the trustees of 
Washington University. 

Dr. Cowdry, who first encoun- 
tered hamsters in China in 1819 
when he was professor of anatomy 
at Peking Union Medical College, 
said the St. Louis contingent was 
the first large one to come \om 
the Varviiie station, altSiough one 
or two hamsters were sent to Cleve- 
land. On account of their suscepti- 
bility to tropical diseases, they are 
rarely permitted to be exported. 
The Government obtained its colony 
— Syria through a special pef- 
mit. 

Dr. Cowdry is particularly inter- 
ested in using them in studying 
Johne’s disease, a form of tuber- 
culosis affecting dairy cattle and 
causing a tremendous annual eco- 
nomic loss. This disease cannot be 
transmitted to guinea pigs. Ham- 
sters, susceptible to all diseases 
which may affect guinea pigs, are 
susceptible to other diseases also.

Two Others Enter Similar Pleas in

BOSTON, Dec. 8: (AP).—Abraham 
F. Zimmerman, 37 years old, of 
Chicago, termed by the Government 
leader in a $2),000,600 lottery fraud, 
and two other men pleaded guilty 
yesterday of conspiracy, interstate 
transportation of lottery tickets 
and use of the mails to defraud. 

The others who pleaded guilty 
were Herman Espovitz, Chicago, 
Zimmerman’s brother-in-law, held 
in $500 bail, and Frank Espovitz, 
Union City, N. J. 

A plea of not guilty was entered 
by Ernest Delaige, former Chicago 
policeman. Of 72 persons indicted, 
61 have been arraigned and all but 
three ha-e pleaded cuilty.

The Rev. John Calvin Leonard 
of Chicago obtained a jury verdict 
yesterday in Circuit Judge Charles 
B. Williams’ court for $500 against 
the Missouri Broadcasting Co., op- 
erator of radio station WIL. The 
judgment is based on commissions 
alleged to be due him for procuring 
a broadcasting contract with the 
Third Baptist Church. For this 
he asserted $1875 was due. He also 
asked for $35,000 for other services 
to the station, but the jury rejected 
this claim. The broadcasting com- 
pany denied it was indebted to‘him 
in any amount.

OTH here and abroad there are 
Boss reassuring signs of a 
growing concensus of informed 
pinion about how the economy of 
r-time should be managed. The 
odject to be attained is reasonably 
clear and is now more generally 
ynderstood than it was in the last 


war. 

Thus, it is now known that the 
really serious and lasting destruc- 
tiveness of war, apart from the loss 
of human life, is not in the physical 
destruction of property in battle, 
not in the economic waste of the 
huge armaments, but in the per- 
manent dislocation of the normal 
markets for trade and in the in- 
ternal disruption caused by the in- 
flation of prices, wages and Gov- 
erment budgets. 

The peoples found it easy enough 
to repair the physical devastation 
of the last war; what they were 
never able to repair successfully 
and adequately was the disorganiza- 
ion of commerce and the revolu- 
onary distortion of incomes, costs 
of production, wages and prices 
within the various countries. 

The task of economic statesman- 
ship is to prevent that from hap- 
pening again. The broad outline 
of the policy can, I think, already 
be discerned.

It is a policy in two main phases, 
that of the present and that of the 
most probable future. 

Taking the free economic. world 

a whole, that is to say the world 
which is not totalitarian and is not 
blockaded—the world which in- 
cludes the Allies and practically al] 
the neutrals, there are still, in spite 
of the wasteful consumption of war, 
large stocks of raw materials, fairly 
large inventories in many goods, a 
large volume of unemployed and 
under-employed labor, and in most 
though not all branches of produc- 
tion, a considerable unutilized plant 
Capacity. 

Even Great Britain and France 
are not yet at their maximum 
productive capacity. There are 
still available plants and labor which 
are not fully employed at necessary 
work. Obviously, that is even more 
true of the dominions, of the Euro- 
pean and American neutrals and 
above all of the United States. 


As long as this condition pre- 
ils, we shall still be in the first 
Phase of the war economy. And 
in this first phase. marked by the 
fact that potential supply is still 
greater than effective demand, there 
® is no likelihood of a serious infla- 
tonary rise in prices, wage rates 
and costs of production.

The chief problem in the first 
phase is to manage the increase of 
mroduction so as to avoid stoppages | 
natural or artificial bottlenecks. 
By a natural bottleneck is meant, 
for example, the shortage of skilled 
labor which is due in part to the 
fact that during 10 years of depres-

We shall want more imports to 
keep down the rising cost of living, 
and to provide means of payment 
for munitions under the cash pro- 
visions of the neutrality law and 
to prevent the currencies of the 
other free nations from getting too 
seriously out of line with our own 
currency.

The Allies will, of course, enter 
the second phase of war economy 
earlier than we do, But, if the war 
continues into 1941, we, too, shall 
reach a stage where the effective 
demand for goods is greater than 
the available supply. 

This is the dangerous phase of 
the war economy, for this is when 
prices and wage rates tend to~ be 
sucked into a vicious inflationary 
spiral. Fixed incomes, pensions, 
bank deposits, Government salaries, 
contracts and bonds are subjected 
to a cruel, hidden and indiscrim- 
inate tax. 

The profiteer and the speculator 
flourish. Capital is tempted into 
imprudent investments. And _ the 
habits and expectations of the 
whole community are thrown into 
disorder. 

If these dangers are not averted, 
the end of the war means a violent 
industrial collapse accompanied by 
revolutionary discontent. 

The British and French being 
nearer to this second phase, it is 
most encouraging to see how con- 
sciously and how resolutely they 
have set out to deal with it. Though 
we still have time here, we, too, 
should be preparing our minds to 
prevent the menace of a war in- 
flation.

In the second phase, when de- 
mand is really greater than supply, 
an inflationary rise of prices can- 
not be stopped by prosecuting or 
persecuting business men and la- 
bor leaders who advance prices and 
wage rates. In this phase, the only 
way to prevent inflation is to work 


‘more, to save more and to consume 


less. That means that the restric- 
tions on the hours of work and on 
output will need to be relaxed. It 
means that the taxes will have to 
be increased. It means that Gov- 
ernment, corporate and private bor- 
rowing will have to be financed out 
of actual savings, and not out of 
inflationary credit created by the 
banks. 

We have not yet reached this 
phase. But if the war continues 
and becomes more intense, we shall 
reach it, and we ought now to edu- 
cate ourselves and prepare our 
measures for this crucial period. 

For on our success in dealing 
with its problems will depend al-

Brazil Seals Its Radio Room After 
16,000-Ton Vessel Lands 
Passengers in Santos. 


SANTOS, Brazil, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
Brazil's neutrality laws were ap- 
plied today to seal the radio room 


of the speedy German passenger 
liner Windhuk, which arrived here 
yesterday in disguise and equipped 
for sea raiding. 

The master of the 16,662-ton ves- 
sel, Capt. Willy Brauer, declined to 
give details of the ship’s long voy- 
age from Lobito, Purtuguese West 
Africa, flying the Japanese flag 
and displaying the name Santos 
Maru. It carried 35 passengers 
and 5000 tons of cargo. 

The Windhuk’s disguise appar- 
ently enabled it to escape the fate 
of other German vessels which 
either have been captured by the 
British or been scuttled by their 
crews. 

The passengers said they were 
required to sleep in their lifebelts 
during the long zigzag journey be- 
cause the crew had signed an 
agreement to sink the ship rather 
than let it be captured, 

Before making fast here the 
Windhuk, which left Lobito Nov. 
17, hoisted German colors and the 
crew painted out the false Jap- 
anese name.

Nothing Requires

O far as I have been able to 
S learn, no general] staff has 

thought eriough of Russian para- 
chute tactics to imitate them. It 
looks very spectacular to fly a 
corps of men and even light ar- 
tillery over the enemy’s lines and 
drop them far in his rear. But 
lines of communication are highly 
important in war and this tactic 
skips that principle. 

A little force surrounded by ene- 
my troops has a hard time getting 
itself supplied and even harder 
time holding on. It is true that, 
with command of the air, supplies 
can also be flown and dropped, but 
it is an expensive and risky busi- 
ness. 

Apparently both Russian try-outs 
of this invention in Finland turned 
sour—defeat, capture, loss of a lot 
of valuable equipment and a vey 
extravagant and futile use of air- 
craft. 

The rule about communications, 
like every rule in war, has excep- 
tions.. A powerful mechanized 
force dropped on some rearward 
center of key communications 
could possibly be justified even 
if all were lost. Such an attack 


on the Panama Canal might do fa- 


tal damage if not parried, Or @ 
thrust ahead of a powerful buf 
slower advancing force could de- 
moralize parts of the line—as, = 
example, in March, 1918, when the 
Germans were within 40 miles of 
the channel ports. They could have 
won the war that week, ' 

But fancy stunts in war are sei- 
dom decisive. The old physical 
shock of masses at actual grips with 
cold steel is nearly always neces- 
sary to victory. j 

Some military observerg see a 
new thing in the German jadvance 
in Poland, Apparently Nagi motor- 
ized, mechanized troops paid little 
attention either to commpnications 
or to contact at their flanks. They 
just slashed through in parallel 
cuts, leaving the Polish army sliced 
up like a loaf of bread—and then 
mopped up the pieces. There isn't 


enough detailed information about

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this to reach conclusions. But if 
the Polish forces were as mushy as 
the result indicates, it wasn't new. 
Good cavalry has done that kind of 
thing since the beginnings. 

Two of the prettiest American 
campaigns, .from a professional 
angle, ignored the rule about com- 
munications—Grant’s slash at Pem- 
berton before Vicksburg and Sher- 
man’s devastating march through 
Georgia, leaving the Confederate 


army between himself and his sup- 
plies. The first was an act of dan- 
gerous daring that might have 
brought disaster. The second count- 
ed cannily and correctly on a sort 
of an early blitzkrieg which, by a 
swift smash, would reach a new 
line of sea communications at Sa- 
vannah, It counted also upon a 
rich country in which to forage, 
and finally upon a close knowledge 
of the bull-necked character of Gen. 
Hood gleaned from his West Point 
classmates. Sherman merely made 
a bet that, instead of opposing him, 
Hood would hurl his whole army 
against an even more bull-necked 
Union General—Thomas—at Nash- 
ville and, instead of destroying 
Sherman’s old line of communica- 
tions, would destroy himself— 
which he duly did.

President Wood of the Coal Exchange 
States His Position. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


O one likes smoke. Everyone says 

he wants to co-operate, and the 
established retail coal men know thou- 
sands of people who are co-operating. 
Without fear of successful contradiction, 
I can say that no group, institution or 
newspaper has done as much as the or- 
ganized coal industry to co-operate with 
the smoke abatement programs of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, nor has any- 
one contributed more in the way of prac- 
tical suggestions and service in smoke 
abatement. We consider the smoke de- 
partment efficient and sincere. I think, 
too, we enjoy its confidence. 

The Post-Dispatch proposes that the 
city “undertake to purchase and distrib- 
ute processed Illinois coke.” The proposal 
is fallacious. You suggest that if the 
city should take over the entire output of 
the present Illinois ovens, the supply 
would be but 16 per cent of our needs. 
You are probably considering the corpo- 
rate limits of the city. 

Our smoke basin extends up and down 
both sides of the river. Seven million 
tons of solid fuel are the annual require- 
ment. The present available supply of 
“coke” produced in this vicinity is about 
300,000 tons, closer to 4 per.cent of the 
entire solid fuel requirements. 

At present, the available supply of 
coke, including Laclede by-product coke 
and Illincis petroleum and processed coal 
products, is distributed through the estab- 
lished retail channels maintained by re- 
sponsible persons who pay taxes and pay- 
rolls, the same as the Post-Dispatch and 
other retail establishments. 

The present orderly distribution of 
these products is an important matter to 
consider, These products, in the main, 
are now placed, and always have been 
placed, with consumers requiring that 
type of fuel in order to operate their heat- 
ing units without violating the smoke or- 
dinances of the city and county munici- 
palities. 

We have placed these fuels, through ag- 
gressive merchandising efforts, extensive 
advertising and intelligent servicing, with 
the help and leadership of the producers. 

It is true that in St. Louis, St. Louis 
County and East St. Louis there are many 
smoking stacks which can be cleared with 
one of these fuels. However, I cannot see 
where it would accomplish anything to 
take these fuels from their present 
“smoke abatement jobs” and turn them 
all over to the city for distribution to 
other persons who are making smoke. 
The same ton of fuel can’t do two differ- 
ent jobs—you can’t burn your coke and 
have it, too. 

The present supply of coke the Post-Dis- 
patch is talking about is “busy.” Retail 
merchants have worked hard in co-oper- 
ating with the producers in merchandis- 
ing these products—money has been spent 
for advertising, some of it with the 
Post-Dispatch.

What do 
you propose we sell the present coke con- 
gsumers after the city peddles it up and 
down the streets in baskets for cash and 
carry? 

Surplus? Yes, some years. Last year 
and the year before, a surplus—not 50,000 
tons. The year before that, we ran short 
and coke was shipped from distant mar- 
kets. : 

The Post-Dispatch is now very solic- 
ftous about the welfare of the Mlinois 
miners. You say “economic tragedy would 
result to our neighbors if we went else- 
where for our fuel.” What less than 
“economic tragedy” is to happen to the 
thousands of St. Louis employes engaged 
in the retail sale and distribution of fuel 
if the Post-Dispatch’s proposal is carried 
to its ultimate conclusion? 

You have not yet offered a practical so- 
lution.

St. Louis finally rid itself of smoke, The Globe- 
Democrat, which is opposed in principle to the po- 
litical theory of public ownership, made Wednesday a 
persuasive case for a municipal coking plant, re- 
garding it “as a proper and legitimate function of mu- 
nicipal government.” With this we heartily agree. 
There are, however, certain important disadvan- 
tages to basing the city’s program on a municipal 
coking plant. In the first place, there is the matter 
of delay. It would take a year to pass a bond issue 
and a year more to build the plant. Under a munici- 
pal distribution system, as Director of Welfare Darat 
points out, the city could begin immediately to grap- 
ple with the smoke problem. 
Second, there is no absolute assurance that a bond 
issue would pass. We are not without confidence 
that it would be successful, but it should be borne in 
mind that a two-thirds vote would be required, which 
means that a determined minority, ably led and well 
financed, might conceivably muster sufficient votes 
to defeat it. A bond issue proposal is a good gamble, 
but it is a gamble. If it failed, there would be a gen- 
eral feeling of frustration that might kill the smoke- 
elimination movement for a long time. 
Third, and most important, even if the city should 
decide on a municipal plant, what process would the 
plant use? While there is now on the market one, 
and only one, commercially successful coke, made 
from Illinois coal, there is great activity at present 
in experimentation. A smokeless briquet is being 
perfected at the laboratories-of the. University of 
Illinois and may be on the market soon. Other proc- 
esses show promise of producing a cheap, smokeless 
fuel from Illinois coal. Why not let these experi- 
ments proceed? Why not let the State of Illinois 
and adventurous private capital seek a fuel ideal for 
our purposes, as they are in fact doing? If the city 
acquired any particular process and built a plant ac- 
cordingly, might not the process become obsolete in 
a few years, leaving the city with an expensive and 
possibly useless investment? 
These are the principal considerations which deter 
the Post-Dispatch from advocating a municipal plant 
at this time. But the door for such a plant, when 
and if it becomes feasible, is wide open for the future. 
Meantime, the smoke evjl is upon us. A start can 
be made without great expenditure or disturbing too 
suddenly the present status of the fuel business. It 
is this immediate approach that appeals to us. 

Municipal ownership would take time. 

Municipal distribution is possible at once.

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HOUSING: OPPORTUNITY AND WARNING. 

President Roosevelt has approved a loan of $6,984,- 
000 to the new St. Louis Housing Authority. This 
represents 90 per cent of the cost of two projects, 
each to contain about 1000- units, and to be located 
a short distance from the downtown area. 

This is the first United States Housing Adminis- 
tration loan in Missouri, and for this reason plans 
should be carried out as speedily and as carefully as 
The courts have helped by ex- 
empting the projects from taxation. The need for 
more adequate housing in St. Louis is so obviously 
vital that nothing must be tolerated which might 
turn this enterprise into a disappointment, and so 
set back the cause of better housing for years, and 
perhaps decades. 

This cause will soon be in the hands of the real 
estate dealers, the contractors and the building trades 
unions even more than in those of Chairman Con- 
nett’s local housing authority. ’ They can make this 
project, or break it. They should undertake their 
work in a truly public spirit. If there is any tempta- 
tion to take advantage of the public interest, let all 
concerned be warned that the public is not with- 
out defenses. Such an outrage certainly would 
arouse the wrath of all St. Louis. 
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The Republican party’s executive committee is 
seeking to wipe out a $700,000 debt before the Presi- 
dential campaign begins, It would hate to be held 
up as an example of deficit spending. 
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POLITICS IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The statement given yesterday by Charles Lee 
Barr, former Supply Commissioner for the St. Louis 
public schools, constitutes a convincing indictment 
of the School Board for stooping to patronage pol- 
itics. The statement is no less impressive for com- 
ing from a man who admits that he appropriated 
several thousand dollars of school funds over a 
period of years, for it carries its own intrinsic evi- 
dence of truth. 

Moreover, when Barr states that 40 per cent of 
a school official’s time is taken up with problems 
of patronage, he is merely corroborating the find- 
ings of the Strayer survey. The educational experts 
from Columbia University recommended the estab- 
lishment of a genuine merit system administered by 
a central personnel officer. 

But nothing like this has been done. The non-teach- 
ing employes remain in politics, with the appoint- 
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the cigar smoke of the political back-room, a speech 
full of circumspection, a speech that said nothing. 

We are facing a “crisis of faith,” said the young 
New York prosecutor. The New Dealers have given 
way to despair, believing that new plants, new adven- 
tures, new industries are unnecessary, that there is 
nothing left to do but divide up what we got from 
the Indians. That was a nice phrase, but it is a 
question whether it hit the nail on the head, Even 
if it had, no alternatives were presented. 

Dewey gave the Roosevelt administration credit 
for trying to fulfill its social obligations, but he 
said that it failed to maintain and encourage the 
economic system which would make this possible.

We cannot solve the problems and perplexities that 
have puzzled and plagued us since that Black Thurs- 
day in 1929 by singing “Happy Days Are Here 
Again,” we are told. Well, we have learned that 
there is no answer in Fourth of July oratory, either. 
There is no point in berating the administration be- 
cause after seven years the problem of unemploy- 
ment is still unsolved. There is no use in saying 
only that we must start in another direction. His 
hearers had hoped that Dewey would point out just 
which road they must follow to gain the green pas- 
tures once again. 

They must have been a little shocked when he con- 
demned all the New Deal's activities in behalf of 
the aged, the blind, the sick and the jobless as hol- 
low promises, Whatever the shortcomings of the 
present social security legislation, its relief and pen- 
sion plans represent a beginning that most American 
voters must hope will be accepted and improved 
upon. And to win approval, the blueprint for im- 
provement must be something more than the mere 
assertion of faith in private enterprise. 

Dewey has not been in public life long enough to 
have a “record,” but most voters, we are sure, were 
willing to waive that, It was Dewey’s very youth 
that roused hope. ~That is why this speech was such 
a keen disappointment. The country looked forward 
to a bold young paladin, a man who would scorn

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ILLINOIS NEEDS A HATCH ACT. 

Why the states should follow the example of Con- 
gress and enact “little Hatch acts” to take state em- 
ployment out of politics has just been demonstrated 
in Illinois. Acting on a complaint of the Civil Serv- 


ice Protective Association, the Illinois Civil Service|" 


Commission investigated charges that the State Dem- 
ocratic organization had collected political assess- 
ments from civil service employes in State buildings. 

It found that agents of the “Illinoisans,” bearing 
letters of introduction from State Welfare Director 
A. L. Bowen, had been allowed to enter the East 
Moline State Hospital for the purpose of solicitation. 
On this evidence, the commission rebuked Director 
Bowen and ordered that campaign fund solicitors 
be kept from State property. 

The rebuke is merited and so is the order, but they 
are not enough. Illinois needs a statute to give its 
employes the same sort of protection now afforded 
Federal employes by the Hatch Act. If Illinois had a 
“little Hatch act,” the solicitation at the East Moline 
Hospital would be a violation of law. 2 

It is no defense of the practice to say that it is 
widespread. That only indicates the gravity of the 
need for reform. Missouri, too, needs a Hatch Act.

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CHILDREN’S HOUR: MODERN VERSION. 


Between the dark and the daylight,

Farm groups will benefit by supporting reciprocal trade treaties, + 
says economist; declares tariff reform will do more to increase 
agricultural exports than to raise competing imports; also suggests 
revising “parity” concept to allow for agricultural technology. 


Address by Raymond Leslie Buell, Former President of the Foreign Policy Association, 
Before the American Farm Bureau Federation in Chicago Yesterday. 


N all friendliness, I suggest that the 

American farmer should join with other 

economic groups in getting rid of deter- 
rents to recovery and preventing the devel- 
opment of new ones. I believe some farm- 
ers have supported policies which have in- 
creased the difficulties of the country. Let 
me list a few of the points I have in mind. 

First, there is a strong movenient amcng 
certain farm groups to attack the Hull reci- 
procity trade program and to demand new 
protective tariffs against farm products. In 
my opinion, this movement is extremely 
short-sighted. It is not true that the Hull 
trade program has increased competitive 
farm imports. 

Today, such imports constitute only 7 per 
cent of the domestic farm market, compared 
with 11 per cent in 1924. The amount of 
such imports has increased since the depth 
of the depression in 1932, but increasing do- 
mestic prosperity inevitably increases the 
demand for foreign agricultural raw mate- 
rials. More than half of the agritultural im- 
ports in 1938 were materials riot produced 
here. Moreover, imports of sugar, which this 


}country does not produce in sufficient quan- 
tity, amounted to $130,000,000. ' 


\ The Hull trade agreements have secured 
many concessions for farm exports. As a 
result, in the past three years farm exports 
to trade agreement countries increased 50 
per cent, while declining slightly to other 
countries. .

If\the present movement to increase tariffs 
on farm and other products succeeds, two 
things will happen: (1) The farmer would 
lose his export market, still worth more than 
compétitive imports. (2) New tariffs would 
increase American prices and costs of pro- 

in a particularly delicate period. 
They would still further increase our favor- 
able balance of trade, creating serious mal- 
adjustments which might lead to inflation. 

I am glad to see that the American Farm 


er. At the same time, limiting such tariff 
reductions to 5 or 10 per cent of the do- 
mestic production would constitute a virtual 
guarantee of the rest of the market for 
American producers. 

Such moderate and limited reductions help 
to creat really competitive conditions in 
American industry and prevent prices from 
being raised to unreasonable levels. By 
giving American industry an incentive to get 
profits from large volume, such a tariff pol- 
icy works in favor of the idea of full em- 
ployment and increased purchasing power. 

Secondly, I believe that farmers should 
think more about price policy than they 
have done. Take the example of milk. The 
famer in most parts of the country gets 
only about 5 cents a quart for milk for 
which the consumer pays about 14 or 15 
cents. Now, this spread is too wide, not 
because the farmer gets too much, but be- 
cause the distribution system is so expensive. 
I believe farm organizations should work to 
remove such unfair restrictions on milk dis- 
tribution, so that the price to the consumer 
will come down and consumption increase.

I am also bold enough to suggest that the 
whole conception of parity prices for agri- 
culture is in need of re-examination. For 
example, there is no doubt that as a result of 
mechanization and other forms of techno- 
logical progress, the cost of producing cer- 
tain farm products.today is less than in 
1914. If that is true, certainly part of the 
saving should be passed on to the consumer 
in lower prices. An economic policy which, 
under such circumstances, attempts to freeze 
a preconceived price cannot succeed, any 
more than could legislation freeze the price 
of automobiles at what they were in 1914. 

Undeniably, there has been a serious mal- 
adjustment between agricultural and indus- 
trial prices as a whole. But we should be 
frank in recognizing that this maladjust- 
ment is in part due to a condition of chronic

WOODRING TD SEEK 
MOE PAY FOR ARHY 


He Will Also Urge’ More In- 
tensive Training for 
National Guard. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 


Secretary of War Woodring said to- 
day that the War Department 
would renew its plea for a pay in- 
crease for regular army soldiers 
at the next session of Congress. 

By comparison with the navy, 
army pay is a “gross injustice,” 
Woodring declared in an interview. 
The average sailor is paid nearly 
twice as much as a soldier. 

“They both start at $21 a month, 
but in 90 days the navy enlisted 
man is rated a specailist of some 
kind and has his pay raised to $30,” 
Woodring said. “The soldier has to 
wait a lot longer than that, Often 
he has to serve his entire first 
three-year enlistment at the base 
rate.” 

Most of the recruits signed in 
the army’s current campaign to ex- 
pand to 227,000 men have a high 
school education. Woodring noted 
that the War Department had 
urged a pay adjustment for years 
but that Congress had failed to pro- 
vide funds. 

T”s said other War Department 
recommendations would include 
provision for more intense training 
for the National Guard and legis- 
lation to retire officers who lag in 
promotion. The retirement legis- 
lation was recommenced at the last 
session, but failed. 

Woodring said the army’s princi- 
pal field commanders would be 
called to Washington periodically 
for conferences with the ;ene 
staff.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 8—Outfielder Ray Radcliff was obtained by 
the Browns today in a trade with the Chicago White Sox, the St. 
Louis club giving up Outfielder Julius Solters in an even exchange, 
which was announced after an American League “problem clinic” held 
following the end of the joint major meeting here, 


Acquisition of Radcliff means 
that the Browns will have a left- 
hand hitting outfielder, something 
they have needed. Officials of the 
club pointed out that in five years 
with Chicago up to 1939, he batted 
for a grand average of .317. His 
average for 113 games the past 
season was .267. In giving up 
Solters, the Browns apparently de- 
cided that the Moose, after two 
trials with St.. Louis, was not going 
to do the club any good in its ef- 
forts to climb up the ladder. He 
was obtained on waivers after mid- 
season in the last campaign, after 
having been traded off in January, 
1937, in the Hildebrand-Knicker- 
bocker-Vosmik deal. 

Radcliff will be 33 years old in 
January, while Solters will observe 
his thirty-second birthday in 
March. 

Among matters considered at the 
special executive session after the 
adjournment of the league meet- 
ing was the “problem of the 
Browns.” Present were President 
Will Harridge of the league; Ed 
Barrow, president of the New York 
Yankees: President Don Barnes 
and Business Manager Bill De- 
Witt of the Browns and representa- 
tives of the Chicago White Sox and 
Washington Senators. 

Must Do Their Own Building. 

No formal statement was issued 
and Barnes declined to give out 
any details of what he had said 
at the meeting, but said all the 
Browns could do was to continue 
trying to build up by producing 
their own players from farms or 
sandlots, and developing them. 

Anyhow, the problem of the 
Browns is one for St. Louis alone 
and not for the league, President 
Harridge believes. 

Harridge voiced his opinion in re- 
sponse to an inquiry last night, at 
which time he said also that while 
the league ‘would like to help the 

St. Louis club with players, such 
performers as could be shunted to 
St. Louis would be discards and 
wouldn’t help the club. 

Previously, the American League 
president has said that the league 
has full confidence in Don Barnes 
and that the general opinion was 
that he was doing a great job in 
his effort to lift the Browns out of 
the doldrums. 

Sweeping Victory for Landis. 

At the joint meeting, Commis- 
sioner K. M. Landis won a great 
victory through the defeat of all 
the disputed amendments adopted 
earlier in the week by the conven- 
tion of the minor leagues, in an 
attempt to loosen restrictions on 
the shifting’ of players. In this 
matter, the National League voted 
for the amendments and the 
American League solidly against 
them, Commissioner Landis then 
casting the deciding vote against 
them.

League has found what it considers 
one method of shackling the power- 
ful New York club, champions of 
the world — for four successive 
years. Voting unanimously, the 
circuit-yesterday provided that the 
pennant-winning club shall not be 
permitted to make any player deals 
within the league except in the 
cases of players on: whom waivers 
have. been obtained.

Partner's Bid

EAR Mr. Culbertson: The

“My little woman, sitting North, 
dealt and bid one diamond. This 
was overcalled with one heart and 
I looked twice at the South hand to 
be sure it was true. Figuring that 
my partner, having opened the bid- 
ding, had a rebid, and that a club 
overcall was forcing anyway, I de- 
cided to bid two clubs and listen 
to my partner’s rebid before pro-: 
ceeding to what looked like a nice, 
juicy slam if my partner had a bit 
of help in spades. So I bid a quiet 
two clubs, where upon evyerybody— 
my partner and both opponents— 
passed. So there I sat while my 
partner (nervously, I admit) put 
down her hand. 

“Naturally hearts were opened 
and amid a cold and bitter silence 
I ran 13 tricks, insult being piled 
on injury when.the diamond king 
lay right. ! 

“After the table and chairs were 
picked up and the cards straight- 
ened out, my partner said she had 
passed because she had no place to 
go and figured she should not have’ 
opened without a rebid anyway. 
She claimed I should have immedi- 
ately overcalled the heart bid with 
hearts to insure a rebid from her. 
We are getting nowhere with this 
discussion and so we have decided 
to submit it to the Old Maestro. 
What's the answer? 

“R. P., Pennsylvania.” 


The answer is that the two club 
bid was absolutely correct; that any 
other bid at this point would have 
been equally incorrect and that 
North is hereby sentenced to the 
rock pile for failing to observe a 
force. The two club response, al- 
though it contained no jump, was 
absolutely, entirely, and conclusive- 
ly forcing for one round, and 
North, regardless of the fact that 
she had opened without an easily 
discernible rebid, should have ob- 
served partnership understanding 
and conventions, and held the bid- 
ding open, even if she had to bid 
two in the green suit. As a matter 
of fact, she had three and one-half 
honor tricks, so what was she wor- 
ried about? Admittedly, she would 
have to invent a rebid to apply to 
her particularly ticklish position, 
but such invention would be in- 
comparably better than letting part- 
ner hang at two clubs when he 
might (and did) have an excellent 
hand, with game-going potentiali- 
ties. Although it usually is a bridge 
crime to rebid an unsupported four- 
ecard suit, this would have been 
the best action under the circum- 
stances, hence North should have 
bid two diamonds. I realize that 
this advice will bring howls of pro- 
test from thousands of players, but 
I reiterate that the right bid.in any 
situation is the least bad necessary 
bid. The fact that North’s suit was 


a minor made this rebid less ob- 


jectionable. It was unlikely that 
two diamonds would be the final 
contract, and South would hardly 
support diamonds vigorously, even 
when rebid, unless he had excellent 
support for the suit. 

At any rate the suggested dia- 
mond rebid is distinctly preferable 
to showing a three card major suit 
(spades) and equally superior to a 
rebid of two no trump which would 
show a heart stopper that was not 
there. Most especially, however, a 
diamond rebid would be infinitely 
better than North’s actual pass. 
After a two diamond rebid the 
bidding would take a normal 
course; that is, two spades by 
South, three spades by North, and 
from that point the height of the 
spade contract eventually reached 
would depend on South’s optimism. 
From the tone of his letter he un- 
doubtedly would have reached a 
small slam.
